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DRY CARGO SIZZPMENTS TC AND FROM CUBA IN SOVIET SIIIPS 
1 January - 31 March 1962 


1. During the first querter of 1962, 4 Soviet Gry cargo ships made h3 
voyages to Cuba delivering at least 223,008 metric tons of cargo excluding military 
cargo.* These ships also transported aprroexine.ely 370,600 metric tons of Cuben 
sugar and 2,238 tons cf nickel concentrate ta the USSR. Although the number of 
voyages during the quarter remained on 6 par with the first quarter of 1961, the 
tonnage Geliverd in 1962 represented on approximate increase of 56 percent over the 
known tonnage for that same perlod in 1951. It also represents the largest number 
of know tons of cargo shipped to Cuba in Soviet ships for any ‘quarter since ship- 
ments began. The following table shows the number ef shipments and minimum amounts 
to Cuba monthly. ᾿

2. The cargo ship SEVASTOPOL '”[ UOJE} was noted departing the Paitic’on 25 
December 1961 with en unknown cargo and arriving in Hevara’cn 26 January 1962. 
Hovever, it is estimated it arrived at en uninawn Cuban port, possibly Mariel, on 
or about 1h January and departed cn or εὐοαῦ 25 Jurmery. This ship may va one of 
two ships reported unloading military equipme:t lesludirg armored tanks at Mariel 
12-15 January and may alse have unloaded four motor toxpede boats at Hevane on 26 
or 27 January (these four MFB's are net reflected wiler military cargo in the teble 
in peragrawh 6). 


3. In oidition to, the above-mentioned care shins the Saviet expeditionary 
ship VLADIMIR OBRUCHEV’[UDOK] arrived at Havana on 18 January after leaving Odessa’ 
on 28 December 1961 where it loaded diving suits vefore.departing. Before 
arriving in Cuba 1t declared for Nicaro with a cargo of fukl oil; however, it pro- 
ceeded directly to Havane. This ship remains in Guba engaged in undetemsined 
operations as of the writing of this renort.
